we think rightly, consider them’ of much

We have here s good deal of geographical 
detail, and many readable scoounts of 
journeys taken through the dominions of 
the Shah. Persis is an interesting land by 
reason of the important part which it has 
plsyed in the history of tho world, and ea 
pecially for the efforts which have’ baen 
mado within recent years to bring it some- 
whot into line with the ‘Spirit of the Age’ 
under on enlightened ruler, whoso visits 
to Europe have attracted so muchattantion 
and have excited auch high hopes. 

Io Persia, as fn nearly all Oriental lands, 
thore is a mixture of races and religions 
which make the task of the Governor and 
of the reformer exceedingly dificult. The 
Mohammedans of Persis,are noted for their 
bigotry, and their power in cases of exe 
tromity is so great that the rulo is practi- 
eally that ofe Hierarchy, One of the most 
interasting paris of thia volume is that

The conces- 
sionaité sold his rights to a company char~ 
tered, by Parliament under the title of the 
Tmporial Tobacco Corporation. It was pro- 
claimed in Persia in Fob, 1891, and its 
plans stated to s mass meoting of Teheran 
merchants under the direction of the 
Minister of Commerco, The salaries paid 
wore unprocedently high, aod those who 
felt thonselves neglected in the diatribation 
began to crystallize an opposition, Their 
ory was that the price of tobacco would be 
raised, and that the tobacco itsolf would be 
defiled by passing through the hands of 
infidels—thus making an appeal to two of 
the most powerfal passions of humoen na- 
ture, Advantage was taken of the gonoral 
ferment to circulate anonymous potitions 
asking for such mild reforms as that of tho 
finances, tha abolition of polygamy, re- 
ligious freedom, and a repropsontative 
system! Tho Persian Minister to Hogland 
sent.the Shah 4 telegram denouncing the 
Prime Minister, and was rewarded by being 
sommarily recalled, and his titles taken 
from-him. But he refused to appear, aud 
bas since remeined in oxtle. The chief 
disturbances wera fomented by the Mollus 
or Mohammedan Pricsts, who posed as 
champions of tho rixhts of the: poopie. 
Under tha ery that the faithful were to be 
taxed for the benefit of foreignore excito- 
ment grew apace, A leading Molla de- 
waiwed againat Europeans and agsinet the 
monopoly, The Government ordered his 
arrett and oxpulsion. ‘This caused a riot, 
and threnta of attacking the Christians. Io 
purting this down, two women sud a child 
were killed. Ia Tubria—the leading Uom- 
mercial City of Persia—there was o oil 
more serious outbreak, end eventually 
threats wore mado that if the Shah did not 
annul the monopoly, appeal would be mado 
to Russia, Anthe only preventive of open 
robellion, it was Gecided to abolish the 
monopoly for the provinoo in which Tabriz 
in situated. Meanwhile there was incipient 
rebellion in other parts of ‘the Kingdom, 
andin the resultant cov ficts, severe tight. 
ing ovourred, sevoral hundred of the rebels 
wero killed, and sighty suldiers: In De- 
camber the Pope of the Shiah Sect of the 
Mohammedans issued a decree that ‘ To-day 
tho use of tobacoo is prohibited in every

A REPLY FIOM THE NOARD, 

At thse meeting of the Sanitary Board 
yesterday it was resolved to send the fullow- 
jog letter in reply to the letter from tbs 
Colovial Secretary enclosing a letter which 
appesrad in our columns from Me W, Danby 
in regard to the cleansing of the city :— 

Bir,x—I am directed to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter No. 775 of the Loth 
inst. enclosing @ letter that appeared in the 
China Mail, under the heading ‘ Cleansing 
of tho-City,' dated the 14th May, and over 
the signature of Mr W. Danby. 

This letter purports to advert to the ‘orn- 
sade’ now being waged against illegal cock- 
lofts aud suoshades in this city by the offi- 
cials of the Savitary Board and to contain a 
plain statement of facts which hava come 
uoder Mr Dunby’s personal knowledge since 
Fridey, the 8th inst. : 

Before dealing with the alleged facts I 
have to point out that no ornaade is bein 
waged by the offloiels of the Sanitary Buar 
against illegal cocklofts and sunshades in 
partioular. 

‘The efforls of the offcinls of the Sanitary 
Board duriog the last few months, owing to 
the unfortunate reappearance of the babsnie 
plogue, and which at one time threatened to 
assume alarming proportions, have been 


mainly diteoted against the state of filth’ 


that was funnd to exist in macy houses io 
the city and the obstructions uf windows 
and ventilating openings preveating, and io 
Toany cases practically entirely preoinding, 
the free access of air and hght into the 
dwellings, :

IMPERIAL FEDERATION, 


- Tfitis troe, as MrG. R, Perkin says in 
his work on Imporial Federation, that the 
completion of. n closer and permanent unity 
between the Lritish communities scattered 
throaghout tue world should he the first Aim 
of national atateamanship, Mr Chamberlain 
“deserves credit for the freqnency with which 
he alludes to the eubject and for his endeav- 
oura to bring it within the range of praatical 
pelitics, The home papers to hand by the 
lust -mail contain « very important speech 
made by bim at a dioner at the Canada Club, 
in whioh he weat further than oven be bas 
yet gone in his publi utterances, Shortly 
put, he appealed to the colonies to join in a 
Zollverein, Yo bring about some sort of Im. 
pariul federation scams to be Mr Ohamber- 
lain’s main ambition, but he ie too shrowd 
man not fo perceive the difficulties of the 
position and the injery that would probably 
be done te the cause by hurrying it on. 
Conaequently, he doa nut commit himselt 
to any eut-and-dried scheme of federation of 
* the lindred nations which, together with the 
United Kingdom, form the British Empire,’ 
but in addressing ou assemblage, which 
was mainly composed of Colunial admini- 
stratora and merchants, he did not hesitate 
to attempt to show that federation is practio- 
able, He spoke warmly of the rscent great 
outburst of lopalty throughout the Lpire, 
but the main connecting links between the 
members of tha Empire must he eommerciel 
and not merely. sentimental if they ere to 
endure, Sentimental tise will smooth the 
way for a firmer and ologer union, but 
sentiment aloue is.oot sufficient. Mr, Cham- 
berlain does not hesitate to aay that no 
scheme yet proposed has met tho Customs 
difloulty fairly mnd-squarely. In fact, the 
protective tariff of many of the colomies are 
one of the great biodrancte to a clear under. 
etanding between them and the mother 
ounntry and between the respeotive colonies. 
Whether, to nid in the cause uf federation, 
the Colonies aro willing to abandon their 
present proteative systems altogethor or to 
largely modify them, remains to be seen. 
Whether, on the other hand, the mother 
country -is prepared to..deviate somewhat 
from her policy of free trade, by lim it 
to free trade within'the British Empire only, 
aleo remaing to hoseen. Mr Chamberlsio, 
whose free trade principles sro above 
suspicion, says that it « feasible acheme of 
federation could be devised, a scheme: whioh 
would draw the members of the British 
Empire moro closely together, he for one 
would not hesitate to dopart in some mea 
cure from those principles, -Tbie -fiscal 
question is in veality the crux -of the 
wition, and if the coloaies soriously 
desire: federation they must make the 
first move. The question bas already 
bean mooted in Cauada, where it is now being 
eagerly discussed and whero several promin« 
ent men hold that the problem is. capable of 
solution without the mutber country being 
asked to depazt from her long-established 
freo-trade policy. ‘he problem is not, per 
haps, yet tips for solution, but Mr Ohamber- 
Juin’s specoh will provoke widespread divous- 


federation nearer fulfilment, The obange 
in thie direction in recent years has been 
very marked. It 1a not many years since a 
by-no-means inconsiderable sohoul of British 
politiciuns cousidered, that it would be best 
forthe mother-country sod for the colonies if 
Uhey were separated, but nowadays 00 politi. 
cian, with the elightest claim to speak vib 
tis 
now adwitted that the different eommunitios 
thot form our empire should be drawn more 
closely together. Sorious politiciaus are con- 
cerned put with devising the easiest moda of 
amputotion hat with studying the problem 
of how-to promote niticutiva on- a mutually 
sutisfactory basis, We may reat assured 
that that problem, ditioult: as it is, dues not 
transcend the resyurove of British statesman- 
ship, Mr Chamberlain does not say that bo 
hos a solution readymede, but ho is olear a 
solution can and sbould be arrived at. In 
all humuo prubabihty he bas ¢ long and ao- 
tive career before bim; if be salves this 
question, the moat momentous political ques- 
tion of the day for Iritons, be will bave 
gained fame acu repatation for himselt so- 
cond to none in the lung history of the make 
ing of tho British Empire.—Rangoon Ga 
satte.
